Two dams burst, carrying more 
than a score to their deaths, and 
engineers feared additional dams, 
controlling floodwaters in an area 
populated by more than 3,000,000 


people, would burst unless the 
floods receded swiftly. 
Residents were evacuated from 


several towns lying in the path of 
dam-water. The floods, spread over 
an area of more than 30,000 square 
miles, have done more than $25,- 
000,000 damage, engineers said. 

Workmen toiled all day to bank 
the Santa Ana River with sandbag 
levees, but the flood burst the 
banks and flooded the towns of 
Fullerton, Buena Park and Ana- 
heim, all Southeast of Los Angeles. 

Hospitals were crowded with per- 
sons suffering from shock and 
bruises. Some were caught by the 
swirling waters and carried along 
the streets for a mile or more be- 
fore they were rescued. 

The flood, which had been gath- 
ering for two days, broke over the 
city Wednesday afternoon and by 
midnight torrents were roaring 
down the gulches on Pasadena, 
Glendale and Burbank—a string of 
three cities rimming Los Angeles 
on the north and east. 

The Weather Bureau said the 
flood crisis had passed. However, 
many rivers—most of them dry 
through the greater part of the 
year—still were over their banks 
as they rushed toward the sea. 

Known deaths, as the yellow 
floodwaters receded, were listed at 
45, while police expected the total 
to be more than 100.

Sprinkling Talcum Powder 
Over the Red Herring 


The main Tory big shots who are behind 
the red-baiting campaign to oust Gerson have 
pressed into service both the city’s so-called 
“liberal” newspapers. 

We mean, of course, the World-Telegram 
and the New York Post. 

The Hearst-Tammany forces fee] that if 
they can impound these “liberal” papers, 
then red-baiting isn’t red-baiting. The whole 
idea is to throw some “liberal” talcum powder 
over the old red herring to make it palatable 
as progressivism to New Yorkers. 

For the past few days, the “daily dozen” 
of the World-Telegram has been an editorial 
yawping for Borough President Isaacs to re- 
move Gerson. Yesterday, it called for Borough 
President Isaacs to oust Gerson as the “frank, 
straightforward” thing to do. Sounds pretty, 
doesn’t it? 

But just what does this “frank, straight- 
forward” thing imply? 

One fact is unmistakably clear: the 
Hearst-Mahoney-Tory Sun combination not 
only wants to throw Gerson overboard, they 
want to bring back the Marinellis, the Jimmy 
Hineses, the Schneiders and that whole crew 
of overworld and underworld Tammany Hall 
boys whom the people repudiated last No- 
vember.
